PROFESSIONAL  CLASSES 

EVENING     SCHOOL,      1951-1952 


DRAWING 

A  preparatory  course  in  the  fundamentals  of  drawing  Is  given  to  the  students  entering 
the  Evening  School  who  hove  not  had  previous  training.  The  aim  of  the  instruction  in 
this  class  is  to  develop  appreciation  of  construction,  proportion,  line,  form,  color  and 
composition;  also  a  correct  definition  of  value  and  intensity,  and  facility  in  handling 
the  media  of  charcoal,  pencil,  pastel,  crayon,  etc.  by  drawing  from  still  life,  casts, 
nudes,  costume  models,  memory  and  imagination. 

Slides  of  work  by  the  masters  in  fine  arts,  past  and  present,  and  examples  of  con- 
temporary trends  in  commercial  art  will  be  shown. 

Following  a  year  of  satisfactory  basic  work  the  student  may  enter  an  advanced  class 
in  drawing  from  life.  While,  in  this  group,  the  student  will  further  his  preliminary 
training  in  detail,  the  special  interest  of  the  class  will  be  directed  toward  the  promo- 
tion of  that  animation  in  drawing  which  may  only  be  obtained  through  study  of  the 
living  figure. 

A  student  will  be  advanced  during  the  year  when  his  progress  warrants  it.  A  four- 
year  course  in  drawing  can  be  arranged,  upon  the  successful  completion  of  which  a 
certificate  will  be  awarded. 

OIL     PAINTING 

The  course  in  Oil  Painting  is  offered  to  students  who  have  had  one  or  more  years  of 
study  in  the  Drawing  Class,  or  who,  through  previous  experience,  can  qualify  for  this 
class.  The  course  will  include  Still-Life,  Portraiture,  Costume  Model  and  Life  with 
emphasis  on  fundamentals,  composition,  sound  experimentation,  which  lead  to  individ- 
ual forms  of  expression. 


JEWELRY     AND     S  I  L  V  E  RSM  I  T  H  I  N  G 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  practical  workshop  training  in  the  use  of  tools, 
methods,  processes  and  materials.  By  the  application  of  design  as  an  essential  part 
of  good  workmanship,  a  gradual  perfecting  of  craftsmanship  is  obtained  through  the 
making  first,  of  a  very  simple  object,  and  developing  to  those  of  great  complexity. 
The  class  is  limited  to  fifteen  students.  Monday  and  Thursday  classes  are  enrolled 
separately.  No  student  takes  both  evenings. 

INTERIOR     DESIGN 

This  course  is  ofFered  to  those  interested  in  the  professional  practice  of  Interior 
Decoration. 

Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  knowledge  of  the  materials  of  decoration  and  their  organ- 
ization in  three  dimensional  design  rather  than  on  draftsmanship.  Lectures  on  furni- 
ture, decorative  textiles,  wall  coverings  and  other  materials  of  the  interior  decorator 
will,  however,  be  supplemented  by  drawing-board  practice  in  the  development  of 
floor  plans  and  sketches  necessary  to  the  presentation  of  creative  ideas.  The  course 
is  planned  to  cover  two  years,  at  the  completion  of  which,  satisfactory  students  will 
be  granted  a  certificate. 

Graduation  from  High  School  is  a  prerequisite  for  admission  to  this  course.  Contact 
this  School  and  request  a  transcript  form  to  be  used  for  filing  your  High  School  record. 

FURNITURE     TECHNIQUES 

The  course  in  Furniture  Techniques  develops  the  technique  of  the  bench,  and  gives 
the  practical  application  of  design  to  the  construction  of  Furniture.  Cabinet  work 
instruction  is  planned  to  develop  the  ability  to  lay  out,  shape,  fit,  assemble,  fasten, 
and  prepare  to  finish  furniture,  to  set  up  and  operate  machinery  necessary  to  do  this 
type  of  work,  and  to  work  from  blueprints. 

CERAMICS 

The  Ceramics  Course  ofFers,  to  beginners  and  advanced  students,  instruction  and 
experience  in  the  use  of  a  medium  for  three-dimensional  expression.  Emphasis  is 
placed  on  realization  of  the  natural  possibilities  of  clay  in  terms  of  forming  processes, 
color  and  textural  treatments. 

In  addition  to  shopwork  in  the  traditional  clay  techniques,  the  course  includes  lec- 
tures on  the  history  of  ceramic  materials  and  processes,  glaze  composition  and  cal- 
culation, and  decorative  design  and  media.

The  charge  for  these  courses  is  $12.00  per  semester  credit,  payable  in  full 
at  registration. 

The  school  offers  certain  academic  courses  in  the  evening,  mainly  for  the 
purpose  of  allowing  the  full  time  day  students  to  complete  academic  require- 
ments necessary  for  a  degree.  Former  graduates  of  the  school  who  are 
admitted  to  candidacy  for  a  degree  may  meet  the  requirements  by  satis- 
factorily completing  these  evening  courses.  The  courses  are  also  open  to 
other  persons  who  wish  to  improve  their  background  and  broaden  their 
experience.  Even  if  they  are  not  a  formal  candidate  for  a  degree,  they  must 
nevertheless  have  credentials  which  would  be  satisfactory  for  admission  to 
degree  candidacy.  In  all  cases  the  Admissions  Office  must  be  contacted  before 
registration.  No  registration  is  permitted  without  the  proper  authorization.
